Ottawa, October 26th,-—- So many 
things are happening in so many dit- 
ferent spheres of action that it is not 
easy in a concise review of the week 
to seize upon the more significant 
items and weave them into a complete 
story. 

Wven more embarrassing than teh 
wealth of material is the fact that 
much of what an alert corresponden: 
hears cannot be told, because i 
might divulge useful information t 
the enemy. 

The Government is attempting to 
satisfy some of the legitimate curios- 
ity of Canadians by launching a series 
of “Periodic Broadcasts on the Work 
of the Fighting Services.” 

Canada is, of course, fighting on the 
financial, economic and _ ideological 
fronts as well as in a military way. It 
would be just as represensible to dis- 
close some of the financial and econ-- 
omic secrets as the military ones, 

Fortunately most people realiz: 
that many things are going on all over 
the country about which they will not 
be aware until the hostilities are over, 
and that it ig not in the public inter- 
est to disclose them. They accept the 
situation, 

Numeorus Boarde— 

One index of the far-flung activity 
of the Canadian Government is the 
way in which boards and commis- 
sions are springing up at the capital, 
taxing the floor space and other facil- 
ities. During the recess some of the 
sessional space is being used, but 
when Parliament is called it will have 
to be given up. A temporary office 
building is to be rushed on Welling- 
ton Street, to be built, it is said, in 4 
weeks. Space has been commandeer- 
ed at short notice in other office 
buildings, private lessees being rath- 
er unceremoniously ousted. Fortun- 
ately for the government the Confed- 
eration and Justice Buildings are 
available, and the new Supreme Court 
Building will be finished before long. 

Residence rentals are being affected 
too, and the realtors of Ottawa expect 
that by the end of this year practical- 
ly all houses and apartmets will be 
occupied. If the war is protracted this 
situation is sure to be accentuated, be- 
cause the direction of the war will 
mainly come from here, and far more 
of teh war effort in this war is being 
undertaken on Canadian soil than in 
the last war. 

Survey of Resources— 

The first stage of any major opera- 
tion such as Canada’s participation in 
the present conflict, involves a com- 
plete survey of resources. Some of 
this had been done before the war, 
and the material for the rest of it 
was, pretty largely, in eyistence at 
the outbreak. But it has been neces- 
sary to coordinate the information, 

The farm resources of Canada, for 
example, are reasonably well known 
to start with, The Canadian Society of 
Technical Agriculturists in conjunc- 
tion with agricultural schools and col- 
leges is available for any draft upon 
the scientists and administrators, 
Similarly a survey of technical re- 
search in other lines is being made. A 
third step of that kind was the meet- 
ing last week of the employment 
agencies so as to take stock of skilled 
workmen and assist is placing such 
men as they are needed by industry. 

Financial resources have been ap- 
praised and the first mobilization has 
taken place. Funds are being placed 
at the disposal of the British Govern- 
ment to assist them in buying wheat 
and other war supplies from Canada. 
It is interesting to note the change 
which 25 years brings. In the early 
stages of the last war the shoe was 
on the othe foot; Canada had to be 
tinanced by London and late by New 
York before it was considered practi- 
cable to float the first Canadian War 


Loan. 

Conservation of Supplies— 
Canadian essential war 

wool, nickel and other metals, 


supplies,

equipment, etc., is being conserved 
and no exports are being permitted 
except by license. This serves to pre- 
vent supplies reaching the enemy, and 
also to prevent stocks being sold when 
they are likely to be needed in the 
early future in this country’s war ef- 
fort. 

The export of steel scrap and iren 
scrap is completely prohibited. The 
export of capital, except in permissible 
cases, is also banned, 

The next big news item will be the 
arrival here of the Australian and 
New Zealand air missions. Tne British 
mission is already establishing itself 
and a great job of planning and c.- 
ordination will be under way early in 
November.

WARM PRAISE FOR BROCKINGTON — 
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Press, Government, Laud 
Retiring CBC Chairman

Winnipeg, October 2 L. W. 
kington, K. C., General Counsel 
the North West Grain Dealers’ Assoc- 
jation, has annouced his retirement 
from the Chairmanship of the Canad- 
ian Broadcasting Corporation. Mr 
Brockington is well known through- 
out Western Canada and addressed 
the recent Alberta and Saskatchewan 
Conventions of the Canadian Weekly 
Newspapers Association, 

In forwarding his resignation to 
Prime Minister King, Mr Brockington 
said in part— 

“In retiring from the corporation 
and surrendering my trusteeship, 1 
wish to thank you sincerely for you 
generous confidenre which allowed me 
to be associated with this important 
enterprise during its early formative 
years, 

“What public work I have been able 
to do has been made possible by my 
employers and clients, the North-West 
Grain Dealers’ Association, who with 
typical generosity have permitted me 
to devote a great deal ot their time to 
teh performance of my public duties, 

“The governors of the Canadian 
Broadcasting Corporation have en- 
deavored to resolve their conseption 
of their duties into progressive action 
by the building of national stations, 
the retention of high power facilities 
in the control and ownership of the 
people of Canada, and the gradual de 
velopment of national radio as an in- 
strument of national unity, entertain- 
ment and enlightenment. In our effort 
to advance these objects, to protect 
the public domain, to defend freedom 
of speech and to establish as far as 
possible equality before the micro- 
phone, we have always known that we 
have been able to rely upon your 
good-will and active support.” 

The Prime Minister in replying to 


Mr Brockington said— 

“IT should like to take this opport- 
unity, on behalf of my colleagues and 
myself, to express the appreciation of 


the government, which I feel sure is 
shared by teh Canadian people gener- 
ally, of the devoted service you have 
given, as chairman, to the corporation 
in its formative years, 

“The concern which has been shown 
by yourself and your colleogues on the 
board of governors for the preserva- 
tion of broadcasting to the public do- 
main, in defence of freedom of speech 
and equality before the microphone, 
and the genuine appreciation of the 
many espects of our national life of 
which the actual broadcasting activit- 
ies have given evidence, nave, we De- 
liave, laid a firm foundation on which 
toerect a national radio which will at 
once contribute to and reflect our na- 
tional development.” 

In commenting on Mr Brockington’s 
work with the CBC, the Winnipeg 


Free Press says— 

“The record of his achievements in 
this field, from 1936 to 1939, is a re- 
markable one. When he and his board 
took office only a small beginning had 
been made in setting up our national 
radio. Powerful opposition had assert- 
ed itself, and the requisite vigor and 
leadership had been lacking to imple- 
ment the clear wish of the public. ‘The 
new Broadcasting Act separated the 
CBC from direct government control, 
and the appointment of a strong board 
of governors and a chairman who rap- 
idly and properly became’ the key 
stone of the new. structure changed 
the whole aspect of public broadcast 
ing in this country. Mr Brockington’: 
successive statements of policy during 
these years provide the coherent pat 
tern which has been followed by the 
CBC. Aweak, half living thing in 1976, 
Mr Brockington up to the outbreak of 


war made ithealthy and strong and 
pulsing with vitality, 
‘Mr Brockington can quit now, 


knowing that he has won for the CBC 
the respect and admiration of the list- 
ening public.”
